Why Stall on the Antimask Bill? 


What happened to the antimask bill 
that everybody thought was going to be 
among the first, if not the first, to pass in 
the present session? 

The Talmadge administration is on rec- 
ord in favor of the bill. Nearly every- 
body else is for it. It looked for awhile 
like a sure thing. 

But all at once something happened.

Committee, which is 
chairmaned by Speaker Fred Hand, re- 
fused to put the antimask bill on the cal- 
endar so it can come up cn.the. floor of 
thé House for a vote. 

That means the biil may die in com- 
mittee unless a majority of the full House 
votes it out. Such action has been threat- 
ened, but it ought not be necessary. It 
is up to the Rules Committee to give the 
membership a chance to vote on the 
measure. 

We realize gn election is coming up 
and it is not the policy of politicians, of 
whatever faction, to antagonize any group, 
even the Klan, in an election year. But 
the Klan’s political strength long since 
has ebbed away and the decent, law-abid- 
ing citizens are expecting the General 
Assembly to act at this session in accord- 
ance with the numerous promises.

The Lodge Amendment-—Boon ‘to the South 


If the Lodge amendment to the Con- 
stitution, which now has been approved 
by the United States Senate, can be put 
through the House and finally ratified 
by the necessary States, it will signalize 
the end of the political heglect of the 
South. 

Under this amendment each presiden- 
tial waandidate would receive a part of 
each State’s electoral vote in direct pro- 
portion to the popular vote. That would 
end the excessive political influence of 
the so-called “key” States and diminish 
the extraordinary power of the highly or- 
ganized pressure groups ‘n those States. 

Instead of concentrating their activities 
in the pivotal States which now hold the 
balance of power, and vromising outra- 
geous favors to the minority groups 
within those States, presidential aspirants 
would find it necessary to appea!) to voters 
everywhere. The South, which has barely 
seen hair or hide of a presidential candi- 
date in 80 years, once more would find 
its votes sought after. 

Moreover, development of the two- 
party system within the South would be- 
come a reality. The Republicans would 
fight for every presidential electoral vote. 
And with that as a starter, it would be a 
quick step to putting GOP candidates into 
State races. 


GLADSTONE WILLIAMS — 


Sen. Robert Taft the other day cited 
to the Senate his idea of how the pro- 
posed amendment would work. He point- 
ed to the vote in Ohio and Georgia as 
examples. In his home State, whose 25 
electoral votes go in a lump now to the 
high candidate, Sen. Taft figured the top 
candidate would get 13 electoral votes 
while the runner-up got 12. In Georgia, 
where the vote is pretty one-sided, Sen.

What the astute Senator from Ohio 
failed to include in his Georgia calcula- 
tion, though, is the incentive to the Re- 
publicans which the new plan would offer. 
A great many Republicans now don’t 


bother even to go to the poils here. Their 


votes are utterly lost because the Demo- 
crats always carry a majority and: there- 
fore win all the State’s electoral votes. 
But if the GOP could win electoral votes 
in proportion to the popular vote, it would 
get out and fight. The general election 
would become a real election instead of 
a necessary formality as at present.

While Churchill was warning 
the West against Hitler’s drive toward world 
hegemony in the periods of Elizabethan rhetoric, 
Woolton was hitting the Nazis where it hurt— 
canceling all orders placed in Germany by his 
own vast business enterprises. He was the most 
articulate business voice raised against the Mu- 
nich era of appeasement. Impressed by the 
breathtaking efficiency with which Woolton had 
introduced wartime rationing into England— 
under the slogan “Fair shares for all, rich or 
poor”—Churchill had in 1945 asked him to take 
over the Reconstruction Ministry. Neither be 
lieved that they would be buried under the Labor 
avalanche of five years ago. ' 


On that July 26 which startled the po- 
litical world, Woolton wired Churchill, “I am 
ashamed of the way this country has treated 
you and would be honored to serve with 
your whip.” « It was Woolton’s pledge of 
fealty, not only to Churchill, but also to the 
Conservative Party whence he had been 
drawn from the Liberal Party and where he 
had operated at the periphery rather than 
at the center. - 


In the Fall of 1945, Woolton, while directing 


his farflung business interests, was head of the. 


British Red Cross and serving as Chancellor of 
his old University at Manchester. But Churchill 
had a berth for him too. Despite his own addic- 
tion to the past, he perceived that the vicar-for- 
tea and county family domination of the Con- 
servative Party could only insure defeat in the 
postwar period. He sew that it was not enough 
just to be against those “Socialist chaps, Attlee, 
Bevin, Cripps, Morrison & Co.” They had to be 
challenged in their own strongholds. 

Woolton began his néw assignment devoid of 
delusions. He had to infuse the Conservative 
Party with a new fighting spirit. “He had to make 
it more than a vehicle for platitudes about the 
merits of private as against public enterprise. 
He had to raise money. He had to change Con- 
servative thinking from yesterday’s Empire su- 

remacy to today’s Marshall Plan dependency. 

He began by taking direct personal contro] over 
the Conservative Central Office, which is fhe 
party’s powerhouse. It is this top party append- 
age which goes after financial support, selects 
Parliamentary candidates and helps the local as- 
sociation#$ to put on their election campaigns. 
Woolton has doubled the active party member- 
ship and has accumulated a million and a quar- 
ter pounds as an election slush fund. 

Woolton knows that a party organization is 
no stronger than its grassroots base. He has, 
therefore, overhauled and modernized the party’s 
National Union of conservative associations 
which started out in 1870 as something complete- 
ly independent of the Conservative Central Of- 
fice. The National Union since its inception ac- 
tually has represented the voice of the party's 
rank and file. In more recent years, that voice 
has become merely a whisper of assent. Lord 
Woolton is making that voice into a shout, by 
turning the National Union the sounding board 
for the aims and views of the greengrocer, the 
clerk, the tobacconist, as well as doctors, law- 
yers, architects, engineers, executives and civil 
servants in the middle and higher brackets. In 
modernizing this National Union, Woolton has 
tightened up the local organization. 

As model he used the structure of the war- 
time air raid protection—the street captain, the 
block supervisor, the administrator for the whole

Woolton. has also 
established study groups who are supplied with 
excellent background ABC literature. These 
groups cover workaday Britain from farmer to 
trade union member, to merchant to architect. to 
housewife. They meet in parlors, in offices, in 
clubs, and they talk frankly and knowledgeably 
about what they would like to see done concern- 
ing the United Nations, the Commonwealth, hous- 
ing, Germany, and new tax policies. Woolton is 
confident that this “radar system” by which the 
Conservative Party can detect and crystallize the 
thinking of many people wiiom it had previously 
ignored may be the secret weapon for a revival 
of Conservative strength in Britain. 

Woolton has perceived that insularity has 
been renewed, if not enshrined, in postwar Brit- 
ain. The people are absorbed in their own do- 
mestic problems—those of existence under the 
aegis of austerity. They concentrate on taxes and 
on prices, on wages and on food. The British 
voter, once an authority on,world affairs, now 
tends to ignore events which are remote from his 
Own economic pressures and the vision of the 
missus queuing up daily for the ration of fish 
and chips. 


Hence, the Conservatives ‘desperately at- 
tack the very idea ef nationalization in an 
all-out effort te arrest, if not to reverse, La- 
bor’s program of national planning which 
they contend will destroy not only private 
enterprise but also private freedom. 


It is Woolton’s personal view that nationali- 
zation, as an issue, has been,used to the point 
of boredom, and that the Conservative Party has 
to focus upon other questions of the day if the 
Laborites are to be unseated. Hence, under his 
guidance, the Conservatives invoke the results of 
the Midwinter Commonwealth elections in New 
Zealand and Australia to underscore their argu- 
ment that the tide is turning against Socialism 
throughout the free world. They point out that 
these resounding Labor defeats “down under” 
took place during periods of full employment. 

But what Woolton and his allies are really 
concentrating on are promises to improve the 
material well-being of the average Briton while 
retaining, in all essentials, the social services 
which the Labor regime has either begun or 
expanded. In this way, Woolton’s board of strat- 
egy believes that it can split the oppdsition at the 
points where its cohesion may be weakest: name- 
ly, in the coalition of specialists and brain trust- 
ers and of white-collar members of the vast 
British co-operative movement and the trade 
unionists, from all of whom the 50-year-old Labor 
Party has drawn strength and support. 

To be sure, the Attlee, Bevin, Cripps combine 
maintains the support of the five great union 
groups. But the Conservatives under Woolton 
have been with some success enlarging the nu- 
cleus of a million and a half union members who 
voted against Labor in 1945. Woolton’s scouts 
recently reported to him that very substantial in- 
roads are being made among union members. The 
propaganda here is simple and cogent. It stresses 


the idea that future Socialism automatically will. 


destroy the very basis of trade unionism, that 
Labor leaders become the’ government which in 
turn is the omnicompetent state as employer.

The Conservatives argue that this transformation 
of union spokesmen into “Whitehall boss” not 
only leaves the rank and file without any actual 
voice and vote in 
labor relations but will eventually introduce the 
labor regimentation of the totalitarian society. 


At the same time, Woolton and his aides 
are wooing the more Conservative members 
of the co-operatives, farmers snarled in the 
red tape of crop restrictions, physicians and 
other professionals resentful of excessive 
taxes, the ration-weary shopkeeper and the 
government employee who often thinks he 
had it better before Labor came inte power. 
Just to what extent the disillusioned and the 
disaffected among these middle-class strata 
which in toto represents one@hird of Britain 
remains to be proved at the polls. Yet there 
can be no question but that the middle class 
itself holds the balance of political power for 
1950. That is why Lord. Woolton has made 
a continuing effort to win their minds and 
their votes—whether by pamphlet, by study 
group, by radio broadcast, by newspaper edi- 
torials, by persona] letters—by all the para- 
phernalia used “to sell” any idea political 
or commercial. 


Lord Woolton is hoping that from among this 
middle-class alignment, the Conservatives can 
swing the 7.4 percent extra votes that at the 
least would yield them an equal number of seats 
in Parliament with Labor. 

In this respect, the December by-election in 
South Bradford is claimed by the Conservatives 
to be a portent favoring their return to power. 
They admit that this election marked Labor's 
thirty-fifth win in a contested parliamentary seat 
since 1945, but the Conservatives did manage to 
cut the plurality in half and pick up an aston- 
ishing fumber of votes in this Yorkshire textile 
town which for half a cntury has been almost 
instinctively pro-Labor, ~ 

Perhaps even more significant is the fact that 
more than 27 percent of the voters did not go

Almost Missed 


NEW YORK—Just about the 
most interesting interview I’ve 
ever heard on the radio was pre 
sented one night last week on 
the American Broadcasting Com-

Richard 
Nixon’s office one fateful day, 
late in 1948, when the whole 
structure of Chambers’ . testi- 
mony against Hiss, and the au- 
thenticify of the “pumpkin pa- 
pers” seemed to collapse. 

The “pumpkin papers” were 
to be displayed publicly that 
day, with the exception of sev- 
eral bits which have never 
been released. Outside the of- 
fice, about 100 Washington cor- 
respondents stirred restlessly, 
waiting for the newsreel men to 
finish inside. 

As the newsreel men were 
leaving, one of them suggest 
ed to Bob Stripling, chief in- 
vestigator of the committee 
and author of the book which 
bespeaks its record, “The Red 
Plot Against America” (Bell), 
that the year of the film’s man- 
ufacture could be discovered 
by the perforated numbers at 
the end of each strip. 


Hoping to strengthen Cham- 
bers’ story of espionage in Wash- 
ington in 1938, Stripling called 
an expert from the #astman 
Company, while he kept the re- 
porters waiting. 

The expert rushed over, 
called in the perforated figures 
to his office, waited a minute 
for the reply, then turned to 
Nixon, Stripling and Andrews 
and said, “The films were man- 
ufactured in 1946.” 

The whole case agaix-t Hiss 
therewith collapsed, for Cham- 
bers had said that the films 
were made of Hiss-stolen docu- 
ments in 1938. Andrews told his 
friends that the only thing to do 
was face the reporters, tell them 
that a mistake had been made, 
and face the music.

Chambers and demanded an 
answer to the fact that the films 
were made in 1946. Chambers

Research has resulted in im- 
provement of quality and flavor. 
That commercially prepared 
mixes can be really good has 
been a welcome discovery in 
many homes.
